when television moves in 


to cover a major golf match 


Golf tournaments are among the 
toughest events on the television sports 
beat to cover. This is because the dis- 
tances to cover are so great and the 
game so unpredictable. Despite all the 
miles and miles of cable that are laid, 
the tons of equipment that are deployed, 
the expertise and know-how that are 
brought to bear, crucial shots still are 


made when a camera isn’t looking. 


Nevertheless, golf coverage is im- 
proving, thanks to refinements in tech- 
niques and equipment. A good example 
of a well-handled tournament was ABC's 
televising of the Tournament of Cham- 
pions at Las Vegas. 

To cover as many contingencies as 
possible, ABC’s West Coast continued 
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Microwave-relay 
transmitters send audio 
and video from the field 
to a relay station, 
whence they are fed 

to the network.

And what makes all this mass of men 
and machinery work—for the best possi- 
ble picture and audio, plus the most 
accurate impression of the ebb and flow 
of the golf contest? 

The producer, in this case Chuck How- 
ard, is the key man. From his post in 
remote-control unit No. 1, he keeps 
it all at his fingertips; sees that the 
cameras and announcers come in at 
the appropriate times; keeps his ears 
tuned for effective sounds; breaks for the 
commercials; and advises on engineering 
matters, especially if a breakdown calls 
for substitution or adjustment. 

And if Howard is the key man, com- 
munications is his tool—which he uses 
as a symphony conductor does a baton. 

Two lines come into Howard’s head- 
set as he sits in the control unit, one 
into each ear—a program line, which 
carries the narration from the announc- 
ers; and a production line, which carries 
information to the slow-motion man, the 
operator of the graphic scoreboard which 
is superimposed on your TV screen in- 


termittently, and to the announcers and 
the production assistants. 

In front of Howard is the “hot line,’”’ 
a telephone which, when its red light 
warns, means there is an important mes- 
sage from a director. At Howard’s left 
is an associate director whose headset 
is connected to an outside commercial 
studio. His duty is to inform Howard 
when it is time for a commercial. At 
Howard’s right is director Mac Hemion, 
who also has two lines in his ears, pro- 
gramming and engineering. The engi- 
neering line carries the two directors, the 
cameramen, the video and audio op- 
erators, and technical directors. 

The director in the other unit, Jim 
Holmes, has on the same two lines, and 
the announcers listen in on their own 
narration and on the production line, 
from which they receive their instructions 
from Howard. Thus the announcers are

often listening to instructions even while 
they are talking to the TV audience. 
Such as: “McKay, right after Nicklaus 
putts, we’re switching to Flemming at 16. 
Flemming, get ready.” 

All in all, Howard felt the Las Vegas 
tournament went off well, especially in 
view of the adverse weather conditions. 
On Sunday afternoon, in the midst of 
the tournament’s climax, blowing sand 
and gale winds up to 50 miles an hour 
moved Arnold Palmer, the winner, to 
comment, "| don’t remember ever having 
played in such wind.”

Shelley wore a sloppy blue house- 
coat while she was rehearsing, and 
changed into costume when a scene 
was to be shot. Even then, she might 
not get into full costume. “Isn’t this 
just from the waist up?” she would 
ask. “I won’t need any hips—no gir- 
dle.” Although she may not look like 
a star or act like one, she demanded 
the attention a star gets, and she got 
it. Once, after rehearsal of a scene, 
director Stuart Rosenberg said, “All 
right, let’s roll it.” Shelley turned and 
said, “Who’s rolling? I am still re- 
hearsing.” When she was ready, the 
scene was shot. An observer on the 
set said, “She’s like a child. She 
doesn’t care whether people like what 
she does—just so she gets attention.” 

(Little Shirley Schrift liked atten- 
tion almost from the start. When she 
was only 3 she jumped on-stage during 
an amateur contest and sang “Moon- 
light and Roses” at a theater in St. 
Louis, where she was born Aug. 18, 
1923. Her mother had been a singer. 
Her father was a tailor’s cutter. When 
Shirley was 11, the Schrift family 
moved to Brooklyn, N.Y. After high 
school she became a model at a New 
York store, and, with the money she 
earned, studied acting at night.)

(Emotion, real and often painful, 
has been part of Shelley Winters’ life 
off-screen as well as on. Her first mar- 
riage, to Army officer Mack Mayer, 
lasted three years (1943-47). Her 
second, to Italian actor Vittorio Gass- 
man, lasted only two (1952-54) and 
was marked by loud complaints about 
each other and at least one pitched 
battle. She was married for three 
years (1957-60) to Tony Franciosa, 
who had appeared with her on Broad- 
way in “A Hatful of Rain.” Along 
the way, there were well-publicized 
romances with baseball pitcher Gene 
Bearden, actor Farley Granger and 
other lesser lights. Shelley is said to 
have said, “The only hobby I have is 
collecting men.” In addition to tem- 
pestuous romances, there have been 
battles in night elubs—“I’m just the 
riot-inciting type,” she has said. But, 
generally speaking, life is quieter these 
days. She likes to spend as much 
time as possible with her daughter 
by Gassman, Vittoria, now 12.)

Electronic Master: Following last 
week’s National Open golf play-off, 
the respected Red Smith, sports 
columnist for the New York Herald 
Tribune and other newspapers, 
charged bitterly that the United 
States Golf Association “is a creature 
of television, subservient to the 
electronic master.” His main point: 
The USGA had ruled that any “sud- 
den-death” play-off necessary would 
start on the 15th hole, thus nullifying 
a previous rule that called for “sud- 
den death” to start on the first hole. 
This meant that should Gary Player 
(the eventual winner) and Kel Nagle 
tie after their first 18-hole play-off, 
they would start “sudden-death” play 
on 15 where the TV cameras would 
be waiting. 

Argued Red: “It was not the law- 
makers’ intention to let the order be 
altered for a sponsor’s benefit; the 
committee was given discretion only 
for emergencies. If, for example, a 
cloudburst made the first hole un- 
playable, a round might be started on 
the second.” 

Red’s point is similar to many that 
have been made relative to TV’s im- 
pact on sports. The traditionalists 
abhor it; those who want all the best 
on their television sets are for it. The 
controversy rages on, but the voice 
that will continue to be heard the 
loudest, for better or for worse, will 
be that of the television dollar.

Muckraker: Producer Jay McMullen, 
CBS’s resident muckraker, has done it 
again. McMullen, who previously has 
investigated the pep-pill industry and 
the illegal drug traffic, last week ex- 
posed mail-order medical laboratories 
on Walter Cronkite’s CBS news show. 
Among other findings, the CBS News 
Fact Finding Unit headed by Mc- 
Mullen reported that some of the 
laboratories—which many physicians 
use to test specimens for disease 
traces—failed to identify bacilli that 
cause typhoid, were wrong in esti- 
mating blood clotting times, and were 
wrong in testing blood samples for 
sugar content (for diabetes). 

As a result of the expose, Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits (R., N.Y.) has asked 
Congress for legislation to require 
Government licensing and inspection 
of the laboratories. 


“Fruit of Fear”; Educational televi- 
sion, too, is concerned with the state 
of the world. Two documentaries on 
South Africa produced for National 
Educational Television have resulted 
in a young girl researcher-writer’s 
fleeing the country. South African 
Isme Bennie, 25, said she was fearful 
of government reprisals for assisting 
the NET writers and producers in in- 
terviews. One of the documentaries, 
‘Fruit of Fear,’ was distributed to 
NET stations throughout the country 
last week. The documentary films 
had to be smuggled out of the country 
in a package marked “Zulu beads.” 
Miss Bennie said that, politically, 
South Africa is a police state, but you 
can live “a fat plush life with servants 
and swimming pools—if you are po- 
litically unconcerned.”

In 1956, Harvard Law School graduate 
William Stringfellow moved to New York 
City’s East Harlem “to live, to work 
there as a lawyer, to take some part in 
the politics of the neighborhood... .” 
Stringfellow’s book about his years in 
Harlem is the basis for this first of four 
studies on the struggle for civil rights. 

Harlem, Stringfellow’s ‘neighbor- 
hood,” houses 200,000 people within one 
square mile, ‘‘a reminder to American so- 
ciety of all the world’s poor.”

more sacrosanct policies

it was 1964. All was peaceful in the 
world that Minow made. Intellectuals 
were fretting. TV columnists were 
inveighing. Pressure groups were 
pressuring. The FCC was busily 
devising better ways to prevent the 
broadcasters from sinning. When sud- 
denly ... the hiss of a serpent was 
heard in this regulatory paradise. 

The serpent was Lee Loevinger, 
ex-Assistant Attorney General and 
prominent trust buster, named by the 
late President Kennedy to replace 
Newton Minow on the FCC. 

His first hiss was a soft one. At 
the April ’64 convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters, he 
suggested in a question-and-answer 
session with his colleagues that, given 
the separation of church and state, 
the FCC had no constitutional right 
to demand religious programming of 
broadcasters. “The FCC rushes in 
where Government agents are forbid- 
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den to tread,” he later declared, “when 
it requires religious programming and 
determines that a certain amount of 
religious broadcasting is or is not 
adequate or excessive, or that the 
public interest is or is not served by 
broadcasting of particular views of 
particular churches or sects.” 

Loevinger broadened his target of 
attack to include the total program 
questionnaire which the FCC submits 
to all licensees, inquiring whether they 
are carrying 14 types of programs 
(religious, public affairs, etc.). 

“The Commission specifies in its 
application forms and its statements 
and opinions the particular kinds of 
programming which it asserts to be in 
the public interest,” said Loevinger, 
at a Washington broadcasters’ meet- 
ing. “In so doing, it plainly exerts 
official authority and influence in 
favor of the types of programs speci- 
fied. In First Amend- continued

ment cases, the Supreme Court- has 
viewed action such as this as not 
being materially different from official 
coercion.” 

At this year’s NAB convention, the 
conflict between Lee Loevinger and 
the official position of the FCC flared 
up acutely and publicly. Chairman 
E. William Henry, who had moved up 
to the chairmanship after Minow’s de- 
parture, maintained to the broad- 
casters that they had the obligation 
to put on live local programming 
whether the public wanted it or not. 
Loevinger publicly snapped at Henry 
for being “muddy and contradictory,” 
declared “there is no intrinsic virtue in 
local live programming,’ and informed 
the broadcasters of his strong dis- 
agreement with those of his colleagues 
who attempt to “influence broadcast 
programming by subtle indications of 
personal disapproval.” 


Authority on constitutional law 


Who is this man who sounds more 
and more like a secret agent of the 
broadcaster interests planted within 
the walls of the FCC? Mild, pro- 
fessorial, pacific-looking Lee Loev- 
inger is not just an ex-trust buster 
—he is an ex-Minnesota Supreme 
Court justice and an _ authority 
on constitutional law. He may have 
been named by President Kennedy to 
swing a legal ax against broadcasters 
—his appointment was thus inter- 
preted in many circles—but the FCC 
operation in the realm of program 
control has so antagonized this con- 
stitutional scholar that his legal ax 
has been swinging steadily at the FCC 
itself. 

“Tve seen pig pens better run than 
the [FCC] Broadcast Bureau!” he 
- charges with scornful irritation. “And 
it’s not a matter of changing the FCC’s 
structure as Minow suggested. It is a 
matter of the philosophy of the men 
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who head it.” 

The philosophical issue over which 
Lee Loevinger has gone to war with 
the FCC is the First Amendment of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
which reads: “Congress shall make 
no law ... abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press 7 and 
which is enshrined in Section 326 of 
the Communications Act. “The only 
explicit Congressional expression 
concerning FCC authority over pro- 
gramming is negative,” declares Loev- 
inger. “It expressly states that noth- 
ing in the statutes ‘shall be under- 
stood or construed to give the Com- 
mission the power of censorship over 
broadcasting.’ The plain truth is that 
we have no damn business getting 
involved in programming at all.” 


*...this piece of stupidity’ 


He stands in his office and riffles 
through the pages of a document on a 
table. “Look!” he says. “Read this 
piece of stupidity. It comes from the 
FCC Programming Policy .. .” And 
his forefinger stabs violently at 
several lines, as he reads them aloud: 
“Tn view of the fact that a broadcaster 
is required to program his station in 
the public interest, convenience and 
necessity, it follows, despite the limi- 
tations of the First Amendment and 
Section 326 of the Act, that his free- 
dom to program is not absolute.” 
Loevinger looks up with outraged 
eyes. “This is legal nonsense,” he de- 
clares. “It’s absolute gibberish. It 
implies that a phrase in the Communi- 
cations Act of 1934 takes precedence 
over the Constitution! This is incredi- 
ble nonsense.” 

Loevinger is waging his battle for 
the First Amendment in almost every 
opinion he writes. And he has, ac- 
cordingly, taken strong positions 
against every one of the fundamental 
devices by which the FCC regulates 
programming. He is passionately op- 
posed to the FCC programming ques- 


tionnaires. ‘You can’t print what I 
think of these questionnaires,” he says 
explosively. “Their effect has been 
to degrade rather than to elevate the 
level of programming. You can see 
how it works in specific cases. In one 
case, in a town of 100,000, a man pro- 
posed to program 70 percent ‘enter- 
tainment’ and 30 percent ‘education.’ 
By ‘entertainment’ he meant classic old 
movies, and ‘education’ would consist 
of lectures by university professors 
on different subjects—astronomy, bio- 
logy, politics, history. So what hap- 
pened? The Commission said he 
didn’t have ‘balanced’ programming!” 
He mimics sarcastically, “‘It doesn’t 
fit our pattern.’ It didn’t have all the 
extra garbage which the FCC deems 
to be in the public interest. 

“Another case involved a religious 
organization that was competing for 
a license. The head of it testified that 
he thought religion was an inseparable 
part of culture. Thirty percent of his 
programming would be religious, but 
it wouldn’t be handled separately. It 
would be integrated into general 
programming. The plan couldn’t be 
put into FCC terminology. Application 
was denied. 


FCC prevents diversity 


“These two cases dramatize very 
clearly what the Commission has been 
doing. It is preventing diversity and 
is forcing conformity to pedestrian 
ideals. Insofar as it has been able to 
exert influence, the thrust of its in- 
fluence is to compel mediocrity.” 

Loevinger has also leveled his big 
legal guns against the Fairness Doc- 
trine—that code which allows the 
broadcaster to advocate his views 
provided he rapidly slaps opposite 
views on the air. Its various pro- 
visions have created that self-cancel- 
ing or two-sided approach which 
characterizes the broadcasting medi- 
um’s approach to ideological matters. 
“They say that is not what they want. 


But it is what they want,” snaps 
Loevinger. “And they have no right 
to impose their concept of fairness on 
the air waves.” 


He makes his position clear 


In a recent case he made his position 
on the Fairness Doctrine blisteringly 
clear. “The dissemination of religious 
and political ideas—no matter how 
narrowed or biased—is . .. a con- 
stitutionally protected right... . 

“The FCC has no right to pass any 

judgment on religious or political 
broadcasts .. .” 
“In the realm of drama, Lee Loev- 
inger takes an equally hands-off 
position. “You can’t constitutionally 
compel people to read good books, or 
watch good plays, even on the assump- 
tion that you know what good art is, 
and that is a perilous assumption.” 

The allocation of licenses, says 
Loevinger, is the basic door to pro- 
gram control in which the FCC has 
its foot permanently wedged. “You 
have a channel and there are nine ap- 
plicants. There is no standard for 
choice. How do you choose? Here is 
how the original concern with pro- 
gramming arose and grew. This is the 
fundamental point of intervention. It 
is inevitable that the applicant who 
conforms most closely to the pro- 
gramming views of the Commission- 
ers will get the license. This, in itself, 
is a violation of the intent of the 
First Amendment.” 

He is attempting to figure out a 
solution to this problem which will 
determine how to hold on to Govern- 
ment regulation of the technical and 
economic aspects of broadcasting—in 
which he believes—but to eliminate 
bureaucratic intervention into pro- 
gramming. It is a tricky tightrope to 
walk—as his recent ambiguous posi- 
tion on the FCC proposal to cut down 
network ownership of programming 
makes clear. Loevinger supported the 
FCC on this move, de- continued 
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Lee Loevinger/ continued 


claring that his support merely indi- 
cated his view that the proposal was 
worth discussing—and argued to re- 
move the provision that would require 
networks to report on their program- 
ming. 

Loevinger’s concern for the First 
Amendment leads him irrevocably to 
reject the “uplift” policies of the FCC. 
Indeed, his scorn for these policies 
rings strangely in ears still deafened 
by Newton Minow’s Vast Wasteland 
speech. He says of his colleagues: 
“They have the notion that they 
should use their power to reform 
what they consider to be ills—to bring 
everyone into conformity with their 
ideas of morality. When you look at it 
clearly, it’s breath-taking audacity! 
‘The Minow view .. . wrong’ 

“The Minow view, that it is the 
FCC’s duty to elevate the level and 
quality of broadcasting, is legally and 
morally wrong.” 

He walks over to the bookcase in 
his office, brusquely pulls out a book, 
and opens it to a copy of the Vast 
Wasteland speech. “Read it. It’s ill- 
considered. It’s illogical. Silliness! 
Nonsense! Contradictions! Look here. 
Here’s the essential error. First he 
says that the broadcaster must serve 
the public demand. Then he says that 
the broadcaster can’t just serve the 
public demand, that there are minority 
interests. What that means is that 
the broadcaster must offer the kind 
of ‘balance’ prescribed by the FCC, 
regardless of the public demand.” 

It is the Minow philosophy, Mr 
Loevinger declares, that has provided 
a rationalization for the pressure 
groups who have been increasingly 
trying to impose their views on others 
via the FCC. “There is no question 
but that the Vast Wasteland speech 
brought to the public consciousness 
the possibility of using the FCC to 
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influence programming,” he = says. 
“There is real danger in this area. I 
made a speech myself in an attempt to 
persuade church groups to refrain 
from trying to impose their values on 
broadcasting through the FCC. I be- 
lieve it is vital for people to under- 
stand the danger of this.” 

He flips another document on the 
table. It is a record of a recent FCC 
case in which a Pennsylvania religious 
organization with right-wing affilia- 
tions was applying for a license. Un- 
successful protests against the grant- 
ing of this license had been made to 
the FCC by: the Greater Philadelphia 
Area Committee for UNICEF, the 
NAACP, the Anti-Defamation League 
of B’nai B’rith, the Pennsylvania 
Southeast Conference of the United 
Church of Christ, the Presbytery of 
Philadelphia, the National Urban 
League, the Greater Philadelphia 
Council of Churches, the New Jersey 
Council of Churches, the Philadelphia 
Council of the AFL-CIO, the Ameri- 
can Baptist Convention and the East- 
ern Pennsylvania Synod of the Luth- 
eran Church, among others. 

“There’s a very important concept 
which a number of Americans seem to 
have forgotten,’ says Loevinger 
thoughtfully. “It is that the freedom 
of speech, which is protected by the 
Constitution, is not merely freedom 
for the expression of views with 
which we agree or with which we do 
not strongly disagree. It is freedom for 
views that we may loathe and 
detest. This is a fundamental principle 
of our political freedom.” 


First Amendment 


Despite the Commission’s excellent 
decisions in politically extreme cases 
(ie., the right-wing Pennsylvania 
station, and the Pacifica stations 
which have aired left-wing views), 
there is an entrenched resistance to 
the First Amendment in FCC policies, 
Loevinger maintains. “When you put 


anyone in power,” he says, “his im- 
pulse is to extend this power. The 
First Amendment represents a limita- 
tion on that power. It takes a lot of 
self-restraint and legal sophistication 
to resist this impulse. The First 
Amendment should be the FCC’s 
dominant consideration. But, it is not.” 


Why was he appointed? 


The more one knows about Mr. 
Loevinger’s position, the more his 
presence on the FCC and his chronic 
legal derision of his colleagues seems 
like a bona fide political mystery. 
Broadcasting, the industry’s trade 
magazine, has commented with amaze- 
ment on “the strange alliance of New- 
Deal New-Frontier Democrat Lee 
Loevinger, and Conservative Republi- 
can Rosel Hyde” on the Commission— 
and repeatedly both men have acted 
as allies on First Amendment issues. 

Why did President Kennedy replace 
Newton Minow with a man who was 
his philosophical opposite? While no 
one will speak for attribution, knowl- 
edgeable Washingtonians offer two 
opposing theories. Says a promi- 
nent Democratic Government official, 
“President Kennedy became disgusted 
with Minow’s personal opportunism 
and his attitude that the air waves 
should be the private stamping ground 
of a small clique of intellectuals. He 
put Loevinger in to undo some of the 
damage.” Says a Republican broad- 
cast lawyer, “Kennedy was a pragma- 
tist, a flexible compromiser, not a man 
of unyielding principle. He never 
realized Loevinger was such a man. 
Loevinger’s appointment is a political 
error which has boomeranged.” 

Whatever the reason for his appoint- 
ment, Loevinger’s First Amendment 
crusade is unpopular within. the FCC. 
Chairman E. William Henry, although 
refusing to fan the flames by com- 
menting on it for this article, has re- 
ferred to Loevinger’s thinking, in part, 
as “a mishmash of erudite irrelevan- 


cies.” Commissioner Robert T. Bartley 
declares, “Loevinger doesn’t under- 
stand what the FCC is doing in the 
program area. He’s dragging in red 
herrings. He’s setting up straw men.” 
Commissioner Kenneth Cox says, “I 
simply do not agree that anything the 
Commission has done in the program- 
ming field interferes with anyone’s 
freedom of speech. We are obliged to 
evaluate, generally, the program serv- 
ice of an applicant in order to make a 
public-interest judgment.” Commis- 
sioner Robert E. Lee declares himself 
“sympathetic to Loevinger’s objec- 
tives” but disagrees with him on 
“details.” 

Only Rosel Hyde supports Loev- 
inger: “He is taking positions which 
I have taken for many years. I don’t 
think the Commission ought to be 
regulating in the program area at all.” 


Will he win his crusade? 


Will Commissioner Lee Loevinger, 
serpent-in-residence in the FCC 
paradise, win his crusade to turn the 
First Amendment into the dominating 
principle of the FCC? It is hard to say. 

“With the present Commission,” he 
says, “it will be difficult to get them 
out of the programming field. A rapid 
change could only occur if some 
broadcaster took a case te court. If 
the issue of program control were 
presented in a proper legal setting, I 
think the Supreme Court would hold 
the First Amendment forbids much 
the FCC has, been doing.” 

With the. Commissioners mostly 
against him, the odds so far are not 
in Lee Loevinger’s favor. But one 
remembers that this crusader is 
also a seasoned politician and a 
well-known friend of Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey. “I believe that 
Vice President Humphrey’s views on 
this matter are the same as mine,” 
he says casually. “And I understand 
they may also be similar to President 
Johnson’s views.”

Play It Cool /continued 


Freeze the cool flavor of melons into a treat for a hot summer 
day. Purée the peeled melon, add a frozen fruit juice and 
sugar, freeze until mushy and then fold in beaten egg whites 
for added lightness. Serve in tall glasses garnished with 
chilled cubes of melon and a sprig of fresh mint. 


GELATO DI MELLONE (MELON SHERBET) 
(Makes 8 servings) 


2 cups water 1 can (6 oz.) frozen concentrated 
12 cups granulated sugar pink lemonade 

4 cups diced, peeled, seeded watermelon 2 egg whites 
In a saucepan mix water with 1 cup of the sugar. Cook over high heat until 
mixture just starts to boil. Cool. Press watermelon through a sieve or purée 
in a blender. Add pink lemonade and sugar syrup to the sieved watermelon. 
Stir until well blended. Pour mixture into two ice-cube trays or other freezer 
container. Freeze until almost hard, about 2 hours. Beat egg whites until 
stiff but not dry. Gradually beat in remaining sugar, 1 tablespoon at a time, 
until mixture is smooth and glossy. Spoon sherbet into a bowl and beat until 
smooth. Beat in egg whites. Pour back into freezer trays and freeze until 
firm. Stir again during freezing to completely blend in egg whites. Spoon into 
glasses and top with cubes of chilled watermelon and a sprig of mint. 


VARIATIONS 


CANTALOUPE SHERBET 
Substitute ripe cantaloupe for watermelon and use frozen concentrated orange 
juice instead of pink lemonade. Prepare as directed above. 


HONEYDEW SHERBET 
Substitute ripe honeydew for watermelon and use frozen concentrated limeade 
instead of pink lemonade. Prepare as above.—Helen Feingold; photo by Midori

Lemme do it mah way 
JIMMY DEAN KNOWS WHAT HE WANTS—AND USUALLY GETS IT

When I was in the third grade in a 
one-room school in Bausman, Pa., 
I was a sideman—or sidetot—in a 
rhythm band, doubling on triangle 
and kazoo. Our big hit was a tune 
called “Listen to the Music, Now 
Ring All the Bells.” We swung, man. 

For about a month recently I hung 
around ABC’s Colonial Theater in 
New York, listening to Jimmy Dean’s 
music and conversation, a period that 
rang bells of recollection of other 
entertainers I have observed, for I 
discovered, not entirely in surprise, 
that the folksy and down-to-earth 
Dean is as super-professional and up- 
to-Paar a performer as, say, Jack 
himself. 

Therefore I was moved to write a 
song to the tune of my old rhythm- 
band specialty, one which Dean could 
sing about himself if he ran short of 
material some bleak week. It goes 
as follows: 

“Ah’m the same as stars is, 

Ah is jes’ the same. 

Ah’m as timpermintel, 

Ah is jes’ the same. 

Dow’ call me a hayseed, 

Slick duds clothe mah frame; 

When Ah go on TV, 

Ah just plays their game...” 

And now the release: 


“Ah’m as mean... ornery... nerv- 
ous ... crotchety ... dictatorial... 
tolerant ... generous .. . easy-laugh- 
ing... ingratiating ...appealing... 
talented... 

As stars is... 


Ah is jes’ the same.” 
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It is unlikely that Dean will sing 
my masterwork, for with the exception 
of the above-mentioned Paar, few per- 
formers regard TV as a couch for 
public self-analysis. No, what you see 
on TV each week is a _ benevolent 
connivance to project a certain image, 
springing from some unnerved and 
deep-felt and all-but-compulsive de- 
sire to entertain you. Dean by now is 
so expert at projecting the image, he 
has become part of it, even though 
his wife, whom he married 15 years 
ago and who has given him two sons — 
and a daughter, insists, “Jimmy 
doesn’t really have much of an ac- 
cent.” 

Maybe not, but it sounds like an 
accent, possibly because it is ex- 
aggerated by what Dean would almost 
certainly call “a traffle.’ Maybe it is 
the language that makes it sound 
like an accent: “Ah’m goin’ to have 
me some Mexican food after the 
taping tonight, you can bet your bird- 
bath,” Dean will say. (Born in Plain- 
view, Texas, Dean is crazier about 
Mexican food than most Mexicans.) 

Or he will say of a director who is 
fond of sour-mash whisky: “That ol’ 
boy’s the onliest man Ah know who 
goes to Tennessee twass a year to 
put flahrs on Jack Daniel’s grave.” 

The back-country effect of such 
lines is heightened by the fact that 
they are spoken, often, around a 
toothpick, Dean’s stripped-down ver- 
sion of a wheat straw. This symbolic 
blending of the urban and rural is 
carried out in his rehearsal costume, 


a red-checked gingham shirt and a 
pair of levis. Except the shirt is 
custom-made and the levis tailored. 
The feet below are always in boots. 

Again symbolism. On all big stars’ 
shows the technical and production 
crew emulate The Leader. Several of 
Jackie Gleason’s men wear colored 
vests. Jerry Lewis, on ABC, was 


surrounded by men wearing little 
blousy shirts that buttoned at the 
waist. Most of Dean's people wear 
boots, tangible evidence that they are 
trying to be like the boss, or flatter- 
ing him with imitation, or simply 
demanded au- 


acknowledging his 
thority.

That is what saved him after his show 
got off to a poor start last season. “We 
were going to cancel him, the ratings 
were so bad,” said Thomas Moore to 
me one morning. Moore is president 
of ABC-TV. “We’d made a mistake. 
We'd put Madison Avenue suits on 
him, and the writers were giving him 
sophisticated lines. The notice for 
closing went up. We did not think he 
could survive, and we were looking 
for a replacement.” 

Dean said, “Lemme do it mah way.” 

They did, the brass, still thinking 
they would cancel him, when the 
plainsy, backwoodsy manner suddenly 
began to fuse into an audience-puller. 
Today Dean’s audience, while not 
enormous, is nevertheless sizable, and 
fervently devoted to the singer and 
his program. 


A sense of power 


This has given him a sense of power 
that sometimes frustrates his four 
writers. “That dad-gum ol’ boy jes’ 
won’ say them werds the way we 
wrahts ’em,” one writer said to me 
(the crew imitates Dean’s language, 
too). “He loses some of the humor we 
make up because he does everything 
his way.” This is questionable, for the 
humor seems to please that audience. 

The writers do not have much to 
complain about, for they have so little 
to do. The only written-down spot on 
the show is shaped for what Dean 
does with Rowlf, a puppet dog who 
appears with Dean each week and 
wows ’em with a stream of doggy 
witticisms, many of which concern 
his bellybutton. 

Rowlf once afforded Dean the op- 
portunity of demonstrating that he is 
aware of his position as The Man 
on the show, and jealous of it. While 
the show was on location, some de- 
lighted fans swarmed around Jim 
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Henson, Rowlf’s creator and manipu- 
lator. “Next thing you know, they'll 
be calling the dog the star of this 
here ol’ show,” Dean said, not en- 
tirely in cheerful resignation. 


He worked like a cotton-picker 


Dean’s protective attitude toward 
his self-manufactured Jimmy Dean is 
justifiable, for he worked like an ol’ 
cotton-picker (which in fact he was, 
as a child) to get to his present color- 
ful, tailored-hillbilly eminence. In a 
previous story about him in TV 
Guwe, Edith Efron listed the jobs he 
had as a child and young man. They 
sounded, in sum, like the kind of 
autobiography a middle-aged first- 
novelist puts on his book jacket: “Out- 
board Motor, author of ‘Stench,’ has 
been sandhog, dress designer, lumber- 


jack, collector of sea shells, long- 
shoreman, fruit vendor, etc., etc., 
ete...” 


Dean was none of those things, but 
he did work hard as a boy after his 
father deserted him and his mother, 
who for a time worked as a barber in 
Plainview. He did everything there 
was to do on local farms, all the while 
playing the piano (his mother taught 
him) and singing in his spare time, 
and working out on the accordion, 
harmonica and guitar (he taught him- 
self). 

When he got into a branch of the 
service which he calls the Uhr Fo’ce, 
he began entertaining his buddies. 
This was in the Washington, D.C., 
area, where he met his wife. When 
he was discharged from the Fo’ce, he 
began booking himself here and there 
into various country-dance jobs, 
sometimes as a single and sometimes 
as a member of a band. 

There was a stretch with a group 
known as the Tennessee Haymakers. 
Dean remembers this period with the 
same affection an alumnus of a Georgia 
chain gang might exhibit. “Ah ever 


hafta go on the road agin, I’d dah,” 
he proclaimed recently. “You ever 
spend the entahr naght sleepin’ in a 
Chevy with fahv guys and a bass 
fiddle outsahd a supermarket and then 
go in the mornin’ to the minager and 
trade an alarm clock for two lemmin- 
merang pahs for breakfast? Hoo-ee. 
Another tahm, Ah hadda trade my 
Uhr Fo’ce flaght jackit for 15 hyam- 
buggers so’s we all could eat.” 

Dean put himself on the rack of 
reminiscence of those days while re- 
hearsing at ABC’s Colonial Theater. 
This particular show started off with 
a barbecue scene authentic in every 
detail—sombreroed boy-and-girl dan- 
cers (excuse me, dyancers), little kids, 
cowboy singers, ever’one an’ ever’- 
thang but Lyndon and Lady Bird and 
the Pedernales River. 


He would holler ‘Hey!’ 


Every once in a while, Dean would 
jump up and holler “Hey!” This meant 
that he had had an idea for an im- 
provement or an embellishment. The 
production staff always listened re- 
spectfully. 

“It’s Jimmy’s unpredictability that 
makes this show,” Julio Di Benedetto, 
the producer, told me. “We'll get a 
scene all set, and then there’ll come 
that ‘Hey!’ Jimmy has an idea. Nine 
times out of 10, it’s an improvement 
on something that’s all set. That’s 
what makes him so good. He’s free- 
form, he’s quick on his feet . . . and 
he knows what he wants.” 

Dean is perfectly aware of this. 
Yet although his word is law, he does 
not remain aloof from his co-work- 
ers; there is a nice feeling of banter- 
ing, baiting camaraderie on the show. 
The underlings often talk back. 

“Ah jes’ got back from Floriday, 
Jim,” one technician told him last 
spring. “They love you in Miami.” 

“We don’ go on in Miamuh,” Dean 
said. ; 


“Thass whah they love you in 
Miami, Jim,” said the man, and Dean 
and the rest of the cast and crew 
plumb fell down, as Dean would say. 

But the technician said it with a 
certain deference. It was a barb blown 
into Dean’s character with respect. 
Therein lies the essence of Dean’s 
success, and that of all the major 
stars on TV. The image is projected 
for the purpose of preserving itself. 
Nothing can prevent it from coming, 
or going, across in the way its talented 
creator conceives it to be acceptable 
to the audience. 

One Friday, after a taping, while 
eating Mexican food (“Ah go on a 
gorgin’ spree every Frahdy naght”), 
Dean expressed his essential belief. 
It is a doctrine for self-expression 
born of struggle since boyhood. He 
said, “Ain’t nothin’ that comes easy. 
You got to work. Tell people, if you 
can, they got to believe in themselves 
and think for themselves . . .” Sud- 
denly, the thick accent was gone. “And 
not permit,” Dean went on, “anybody 
to tell them to drift with the tide. 


You must be concerned 
ee, 


“You got to be concerned with 
yourself and what you’re doing,’ he 
said. 

“That’s what I believe. I think that’s 
how I pulled out this show—doing it 
my own way.” 

The words to my song sounded in 
the back halls of my mind. Folksy, 
earthy, crying (he sometimes trickles 
into tears when he is reciting a senti- 
mental poem), Jimmy Dean is jes’ 
lahk stars is. He is jes’ the same. He 
is as mean, ornery, nervous, crotchety, 
dictatorial, tolerant, generous, easy- 
laughing, ingratiating, appealing as 
any star is, and all this is translated 
by his’ talent into an image appre- 
ciated by millions. He will be back 
again next season and, I am positive, 
for many seasons to come.
